II. Eligibility : Participation on a non-competitive 
basis in the auctions of dated GOi sccurilics will be open 
to investors who satisfy the following :

General Ledger (SGL) account with the Reserve Bank 
oflndia. 

Exceptions: Regional Rural Banks (RRBs) and Co¬ 
operative Banks shall be covered under this Scheme 
in view of their statutory obligations.

III. Coverage : Subject to the conditions mentioned 
above, participation on “non-compctilivc” basis is open 
to any person including firms, companies, corporate bodies, 
institutions, provident funds, trusts, and any other entity 
as may be prescribed by RBI. The minimum amount for 
bidding will be ? 10,000 (face value) and thereafter in 
multiples in ^ 10,000 as hitherto for dated stocks. 
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IV Other Operational Guidelines : 

1. The retail investor desirous of participating in the 
auction under the Scheme would be required to 
maintain a Constituent Subsidiary General Ledger

3. Allotment under the non-competitive segment to the 
bank or PD will be at the weighted average rate of 
yield/price that will emerge in the auction on the basis 
of the competitive bidding. The securities will be 
issued to the bank or PD against payment on the 
date of issue irrespective of whether the bank or PD 
has received payment from their clients. 

4. In case the aggregate amount of bid is more than the 
reserved amount (5% of notified amount), pro rata 
allotment would be made.

ANNEXURE 

Scheme for Non-competitive Bidding Facility in the 
Auctions of Government Securities 

I. Scope ; With a view to encouraging wider 
participation and retail holding of Government securities it 
is proposed to allow participation on “non-competitive” 
basis in select auctions of dated Government of India (Gol) 
securities. Accordingly, non-competitive bids up to 5 per 
cent of the notified amount will be accepted in the auctions 
ofdated securities. The reserved amount will be within the 
notified amount. 

II. Eligibility : Participation on a non-competitive 
basis in the auctions ofdated Gol securities will be open 
to investors who satisfy the following : 

1. do not maintain Current Account (CA) or Subsidiary 
General Ledger (SGL) account with the Reserve Bank 
oflndia. 

Exceptions: Regional Rural Banks (RRBs) and Co¬ 
operative Banks shall be covered under this Scheme 
in view of their statutory obligations. 

2 . make a single bid for an amount not more than 
t two crore (face value) per auction. 

3. submit their bid indirectly through any one bank or 
PD oPIering this scheme. 

Exceptions: Regional Rural Banks (RRBs) and Co- 
operative Banks that maintain SGL account and 
current account with the Reserve Bank of India shall 
be eligible to submit their non-competitive bids directly. 

III. Coverage : Subject to the conditions mentioned 
above, participation on “non-competitive” basis is open 
to any person including firms, companies, corporate bodies, 
institutions, provident fijnds, trusts, and any other entity 
as may be prescribed by RBI. The minimum amount for 
bidding will be ? 10,000 (face value) and thereafter in 
multiples in ? 10,000 as hitherto for dated stocks. 

IV Other Operational Guidelines; 

1. The retail investor desirous of participating in the 
auction under the Scheme would be required to 
maintain a Constituent Subsidiary General Ledger 
(CSGI.) account with the bank or PD through whom 
they wish to participate. Under the Scheme, an 
investor can make only a single bid in an auction of 
a dated security. An undertaking to the effect that 
the investor is making only a single bid will have to 
obtained and kept on record by the bank or PD. 

2. Each bank or PD on the basis of firm orders received 
from their constituents will submit a single 
consolidated non-competitive bid on behaifofall its 
constituents in electronic format on the Reserve Bank 
oflndia Core Banking Solution (E-Kuber^ System.

3. Aiiotinent under the non-compciitivc segment to the 
bank or PD will be at the weighted average rate of 
yieid/price that will emerge in the auction on the basis 
of the competitive bidding. The securities will be 
issued to the bank or PD against payment on the 
date of issue irrespective of wliether the bank or PD 
has received payment from their clients. 

4. In case the aggregate amount ofbid i.s more than the 
reserved amount (5% of notified nmourit). pro rata 
ai lotment would be made. In case ofpartial allotments, 
it will be the responsibility of the bank or PD to 
appropriately allocate securities to their clients in a 
transparent manner. 

5. In case the aggregate amount of bids is less than the 
reserved amount, the shortfall will be taken to 
competitive portion.

It may be noted that no 
other costs such as fijnding costs .should be built 
into the price or recovered from the client.

Scheme for Non-competitive Bidding Facility in the 
Auctions of Government Securities 

I- Scope : With a view to encouraging wider 
participation and retail holding ofGovemmentsecurities it 
is proposed to allow participation on “non-competitive” 
basis in select auctions of dated Government of India (Gol) 
securities. Accordingly, non-competitive bids up to 5 per 
cent of the notified amount will be accepted in the auctions 
of dated securities. The reserved amount will be within the 
notified amount. 

II. Eligibility : Participation on a non-competitive 
basis in the auctions of dated Go! securities will be open 
to investors who satisfy the following : 


I Part I —Skc. ) | 

1. do not maintain Current Account (GA) or Subsidiary 
General Ledger (SGL) aeeount with the Reserve Bank 
ofindia. 

Exceptions: Regional Rural Banks (RRBs) and Co¬ 
operative Banks shall be covered under this Scheme 
in view of their statutory obligaiions. 

2. make a single bid for an amount not more than 

two crore (faee value) per auction. 

3. submit their bid indirectly through any one bank or 
PD offering th is scheme. 

Exceptions: Regional Rural Banks (RRBs) and Co¬ 
operative Banks that maintain S(}l. account and 
current account with the Rescivc Bank ofindia shall 
be eligible to submit their non-competitive bids 
directly. 

III. C.overage ; Subject to the eonditions mentioned 
above, paitieipation on “non-compeliiive” basis is open 
to any person ineluding firms, companies, corporate bodies, 
institutions, provident funds, trusts, and any other entity 
as may be prescribed by RBI. The minimum amount for 
bidding will be ^ 10,000 (face value) and thereafter in 
multiples in ^ 10,000 as hitherto for dated stoeks. 

IV. Other Operational Guidclinc.s : 

i. The retail investor desirous of participating in the 
auction under the Scheme would be required to 
maintain a Constituent Subsidiary General ledger 
(CSGL) aeeount with the bank or PD through whom 
they wish to participate.

3. Allotment under the non-competitive segment to the 
bank or PD will be at the weighted average rate of 
yieid/prlce that will emerge in the auction on the basis 
of the competitive bidding. T he securities will be 
issued to the bank or PD against payment on the 
date of issue irrespective of whether the bank or I*D 
has received payment from their clients. 

4. In case the aggregate amount of bid is more than the 
reserved amount (5% of notified amount), pro rata 
allotment would be made. In case of partial allotments, 
it will be the responsibility of the bank or PD to 
appropriately allocate securities lo their clients in a 
transparent manner.
